Whekeas^  Councils  have  been  again  requested  by  the 
Board  of  Education  to  provide  an  additional  loan  of  two 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (2,500.000)  dollars  for  ele- 
mentary school  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  The  records  show,  that  from  1898  to  1905  in- 
clusive, there  was  a23propriated  to  the  Board  of  Education 
annually,  an  average  of  four  million  one  hundred  and  six- 
teen thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-three  (4,116,673) 
dollars  and  fifty-eight  (58)  cents  and  in  addition  loans 
were  negotiated  aggregating  four  million  three  hundred 
thousand  (4,300.000)  dollars;  and  that  since  the  enactment 
of  the  new  school  law  the  average  annual  appropriation  to 
the  said  Board  during  the  years  1906,  1907  and  1908  has 
been  six  million  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand 
two  hundred  and  eighteen  (6,247,218)  dollars  and  thirty- 
one  (31)  cents,  not  including  the  loan  of  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (2,500.000)  dollars  which  has  been  au- 
thorized but  not  negotiated;  and 

Whereas,  The  average  balances  of  money  appropriated 
and  unexpended  on  January  1st  of  each  year,  from  1898  to 
1905  inclusive,  vras  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand 
five  hundred  and  thirty-one  (913.531)  dollars  and  ninety- 
seven  (97)  cents,  and  in  1906,  1907  and  1908,  the  annual 
balances  average  one  million  five  hundred  and  seven  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  eighteen  (1,507,218)  dollars  and 
seven  (7)  cents;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils, mindful  of  the  importance  of  education  to  the  future 
of  our  City,  recognize  as  paramount  that  provisions  for  the 
health  and  safety  of  our  people  be  not  jeopardized  by  in- 
adequate appropriations;  therefore.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  from  jou  a  certified  copy 
of  a  joint  resolution  of  Councils,  passed  May  7tli,  asking 
my  opinion  "whetlier  or  not  it  will  be  lawful  to  charge 
against  the  amount  set  aside  annually  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  of  Education  out  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  tax 
levy  the  requisite  sum  required  to  provide  the  interest  on 
said  loans  for  school  purposes,  and  to  provide  the  necessary 
amount  due  the  Sinking  Fund  on  account  of  said  loans." 

So  far  as  this  question  relates  to  existing  loans,  it  was 
partially  answered  by  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kinsey,  in 
a  letter  to  Mayor  Weaver  dated  January  2,  1906,  printed 
on  page  1  of  the  Opinions  for  that  year.  He  advised  that 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  cannot  be  required  to  set 
aside  as  a  Sinking  Fund  any  portions  of  the  sum  annually 
appropriated  for  school  purposes.  The  reasons  he  gives 
equally  apply  to  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  bonds. 
I  entirely  agree  with  his  opinion. 

Before  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  reorganizing  the  Board 
of  Education  of  this  district.  Councils  appropriated  such 
sums  for  school  purposes  as  appeared  to  them  proper.  It 
made  no  difference  whether  this  appropriation  was  from 
the  receipts  of  income  or  from  money  borrowed  for  the  pur- 
pose. In  the  latter  case  the  City's  own  bonds  were  given, 
and  the  City  itself  was  required  to  provide  a  Sinking  Fund 
for  the  payment  of  this  debt  thereby  incurred.  I  under- 
stand that  all  the  existing  debt  created  for  school  purposes 
was  incurred  prior  to  that  date. 

By  that  Act,  Councils  were  required  to  appropriate  an- 
nually a  sum  for  school  purposes,  not  less  than  five  mills 
On  each  dollar  of  the  total  assessment  of  real  estate.  This 
is  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  its  purposes,  and, 
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indeed,  the  Act  so  states  specifically.  The  payment  of  a 
debt  previously  incurred  by  the  City  and  not  by  the  Board, 
is  not  one  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  statute ;  on 
the  contrary,  it  is  contemplated  that  the  whole  amount  thus 
appropriated  should  be  devoted  to  current  and  future  school 
purposes.  I  therefore  answer  the  question  in  the  nega- 
tive, so  far  as  it  relates  to  existing  loans. 

But  with  respect  to  the  future,  the  position  is  radically 
different.  The  obligation  imposed  on  Councils  by  the  Act 
of  1905  is  to  appropriate  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  total 
amount  of  assessment  of  real  estate  for  taxation;  and  this 
is  the  full  extent  of  their  legal  obligation.  Perhaps  it 
might  be  sufficient  to  say  that  if  Councils  are  willing  to 
exceed  this  legal  obligation  and  pay  more,  they  may  impose 
such  conditions  as  they  please  with  respect  to  this  excess. 

To  this  general  statement,  I  may  add  a  more  specific  ref- 
erence to  the  particular  condition  now  suggested.  The  ap- 
propriation required  and  made  for  the  present  year  amounts 
to  nearly  $6,500,000.  If  the  needs  of  the  Board,  for  special 
uses,  were  such  that  it  could  wisely  expend  a  larger  sum 
this  year,  say  $7,500,000,  while  next  year  it  would  re- 
quire less  than  the  amount  required  by  the  statute,  I  see 
no  legal  objection  to  an  agreement  between  the  City  and  the 
Board  that  tlie  excessive  sum  might  be  paid  this  year  and 
deducted  from  next  year's  appropriation.  The  practical 
effect  of  this  would  be  merely  an  advance  this  year  on  ac- 
count of  next  year's  appropriation.  If  the  City  were  to 
secure  the  money  for  this  advance  by  means  of  a  loan  from 
a  third  person,  the  Board  of  Education  might  properly 
agree  to  pay  directly  to  the  lender  the  amount  borrowed, 
instead  of  to  th3  City,  and  thereby  indirectly  to  the  lender; 
and  might  also  agree  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  loan.  In 
principle,  I  see  no  difference  between  this  action  and  the 
proposition  that,  by  prior  arrangement  made  in  advance, 
Councils  may  require  the  Board  to  assume  the  repayment 
of  a  loan  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  Board 
a  sum  in  excess  of  the  required  annual  appropriation.  In 
substance,  it  is  the  same  proposition  that  an  advance  may 
be  made  toward  the  appropriation  for  successive  years,  to 
be   deducted  or  repaid,   as  above  mentioned,  but  not  in 
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full  during  the  one  next  succeeding  year,  but  in  small 
amounts  from  year  to  year  by  a  payment  to  the  Sinking 
Fund. 

It  must  be  remembered  that,  outside  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Board  of  Education  is  a  body  entirely  distinct  from 
both  City  and  County.  It  levies  its  own  taxes  and,  when 
money  is  borrowed  for  school  purposes,  the  School  Board 
insures  the  debt  and  issues  its  own  bonds.  In  Philadelphia 
alone,  the  bonds  are  issued  by  the  City ;  this  is  done  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1854,  for  con- 
venience in  levying,  collecting  and  paying  but  one  set  of 
taxes,  and  of  issuing  but  one  set  of  bonds.  This  works  no 
practical  evil  to  the  City,  unless  it  be  the  apparent  increase 
of  its  own  tax  rate,  and  the  reduction  of  its  borrowing 
capacity  by  the  addition  of  the  school  debt  to  the  debt  w^hich 
is  for  strictly  municipal  purposes.  In  one  aspect,  the  City 
substantially  acts  as  agent  for  the  School  Board  in  these 
respects,  and  the  bonds  may  properly  be  considered  to  be 
issued  on  behalf  of  the  School  District,  with  the  added  re- 
sponsibility and  liability  of  the  City. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  City  may  lawfully  re- 
quire the  Board  of  Education  to  provide  the  payments  of  in- 
terest and  to  the  Sinking  Eund,  for  bonds  to  be  hereafter 
issued  for  school  purposes,  provided  the  condition  is  spe- 
cifically imposed  in  advance.  Of  course,  however,  this 
will  not  affect  the  liability  of  the  City  itself  to  the  holders 
of  the  bonds,  to  see  that  the  payments  are  actually  made 
either  by  the  Board  or  by  itself. 

It  will  be  understood  that  m}'  letter  relates  only  to  the 
abstract  question  of  right  and  not  to  the  desirability  or 
policy  of  the  course  suggested.

ground  bounded  by  Oregon  avenue,  Thirteenth  street,  Eif- 
teenth  street  and  Bigler  street,  to  be  known  as  the  "South 
Broad  Street  Plaza."  The  reasons  for  this  request  are  fully 
and  succinctly  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  the  City  Solicitor 
and  I  would  strongly  recomm-end  that  such  action  as  he 
recommends  be  taken.

My  Deae  Sir: — Councils  by  ordinance  approved  June 
16,  1904  (page  134),  authorized  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  to  erect  a  "Plaza"  bounded  by 
Oregon  avenue,  Thirteenth  street,  Bigler  street  and  Fif- 
teenth street,  and,  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  ground  men- 
tioned was  placed  upon  the  City  plan  as  a  plaza  or  open  pub- 
lic place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people. 

Since  then,  by  various  proceedings,  to  wit:  Ordinance 
of  Councils  January  5,  1903  (page  3)  ;  Ordinance  June 
16,  1904  (page  134)  ;  Ordinance  July  25,  1907  (page 
288),  the  grade  of  Broad  street  has  been  raised  from  11  feet 
to  19  feet  in  front  of  said  property.  Broad  street  has  been 
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widened  from  113  feet  to  IGO  feet  and  again  from  IGO 
feet  to  300  feet. 

This  has  resulted  in  a  multiplicity  of  suits  for  damages. 
One  suit  lias  been  tried  at  an  expense  to  the  City  of  about 
$1,200,  and  to  the  property  o^^aler  of  about  $1,500. 
Eight  cases  are  still  pending,  four  of  which  are  awaiting 
trial  in  the  Common  Pleas  Court  upon  appeals  from  dam- 
ages awarded  by  the  Road  Juries;  one  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  Eeferee  upon  a  similar  appeal,  and  three  are 
still  to  come  before  Eoad  Juries.  When  the  City  shall 
appropriate  the  property  for  the  purposes  of  the  Plaza,  at 
least  four  or  five  additional  suits  will  still  have  to  be 
brought  against  the  City  before  the  property  can  be  finally 
taken. 

It  seems  to  your  Solicitor  that  the  great  expense  to  the 
City,  inseparable  from  such  a  multiplicity  of  suits  and  the 
awards  for  damages  likely  to  result  therefrom  against  the 
City,  could  be  and  should  be  avoided  by  the  taking  of  these 
plots  of  ground  in  their  entirety  at  one  time,  as  was  orig- 
inally contemplated  by  the  ordinance  of  June  16,  1904, 
instead  of  taking  them  piecemeal  in  the  various  proceed- 
ing above  recited  for  changing  the  grade  and  widening 
of  Broad  street. 

The  whole  of  said  lots  are  owned  by  four  parties,  the 
greater  part  by  two  only,  and  in  one  proceeding,  to  condemn 
and  take  the  whole,  the  matter  would  be  greatly  simplified, 
and  it  is  believed  that  it  would  result  in  saving  a  great 
expense  to  the  City. 

For  this  reason,  it  is  recommended  that  within  ordinance, 
appropriating  the  whole  of  said  property  for  the  purpose 
of  a  Plaza,  should  be  passed  by  Councils.  If  this  be  not 
done,  I  would  then  recommend  that,  in  fairness  to  the  own- 
ers of  the  property,  the  ordinance  of  June  16,  190-1,  should 
be  repealed.

Vare  for  work  done  on  Broad  street,  from  Moyamensing 
avenue  southward,  amounting  to  $60,497.45,  would  say 
that  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  E.  H.  Vare  for 
improving  Broad  street,  from  Moyamensing  avenue  south- 
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ward,  in  accordance  with  bids  received  Jnly  2S,  1904, 
vmder  specifications  made  in  accordance  with  plan  pre- 
pared by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  May  9,  1904,  for  the  im- 
provement of  Broad  street,  300  feet  wide,  and  the  limit 
of  the  contract  was  made  to  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion, $500,000. 

The  work  was  ^^rosecuted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
contract  and  specifications  and  on  October  21,  1907,  Mr.

AK  OKDi:^ANCE 

Supplementary  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
relating  to  JSTuisances,"  approved  September  23,  1864. 

Whereas,  The  mixing  of  papers,  rags,  straw  and  other 
waste  material  with  the  ashes  in  the  receptacles  placed  by 
householders  on  the  sidewalks  for  collection,  creates  a  nuis- 
ance endangering  the  safety  and  health  of  the  public  and  is 
the  source  of  continual  complaint  from  citizens  using  the 
highways ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  ox  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
nuisance  to  place  any  paper,  rags,  straw  or  other  waste 
material  having  a  tendency  to  be  blown  about  the  streets 
in  any  receptacle  containing  ashes,  garbage  or  other  hou?"^ 
hold  waste  placed  for  collection  upon  the  sidewalks,  in  the 
alleys  or  on  any  ground  opening  on  any  public  "higiiway: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  c'onstrued 
as  preventing  householders  from  depositing  waste  paper  on 
the  sidewalks,  in  the  alleys  or  on  ground  opening  on  a  pub- 
lic highway  alongside  or  adjacent  to  receptacles  containing 
ashes  or  garbage  placed  thereon  for  collection,  securely  tied 
in  bundles,  so  that  it  cannot  be  blown  or  scattered  about  the 
streets. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  mixing  any  paper,  rags,  straw  or 
other  waste  material  having  a  tendency  to  be  blown  about 
the  streets,  with  ashes,  garbage  or  other  household  waste 
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and  placing  same  on  the  sidewalks,  in  the  alleys,  or  on 
ground  opening  on  any  public  highway  or  depositing  paper 
thereon,  not  securely  tied  in  bundles,  so  that  it  may  be  blown 
or  scattered  about  the  streets,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  ten  (10)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  debts  for  penalties  of  like 
amount  are  n'ow  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  police  officer  or 

other  person  authorized  to  make  arrests  in  the  City  of 

Philadelphia  to  arrest  any  one  whom  they  may  detect  in 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
any  portion  of  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
renealed.

Deae  Sie  : — After  a  conference  had  and  suggestions 
made  by  different  parties  interested  in  the  waste  paper 
nuisance  upon  the  public  highways,  I  have  drafted  a  state- 
ment containing  the  best  suggestions  made  towards  abating 
the  nuisance  and  combating  one  or  two  suggestions  which 
have  been  prominently  advanced. 

I  herewith  transmit  said  statement  in  duplicate,  together 
with  draft  of  "An  Ordinance  making  it  a  nuisance  to  place 
waste  paper,  rags,  straw  or  other  waste  material  having  a 
tendency  to  be  blown  about  the  streets,  with  ashes  placed 
up'on  the  highways  for  collection  and  submit  same  for  your 
consideration."

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There  is  no  question  but  that  the  scattering  of  waste 
paper  and  old  rags  over  the  streets  and  footways  is  a 
nuisance  which  can  be  called  prejudicial  to  public  health. 
These  papers  and  rags  are  very  frequently  filthy,  when  de- 
posited by  householders  in  the  ashes  placed  in  receptacles 
on  the  footways  for  collection  and  are  frequently  blown 
by  the  winds  about  the  streets,  gathering  more  filth.  This 
is  a  fact  apparent  to  every  one  who  looks  at  our  streets  after 
the  ash  gatherers  have  collected  the  ashes. 

ISTot  all  of  the  paper  is  filthy  when  placed  with  the  ashes, 
but  it  becomes  so  when  blown  about  the  streets  and  creates 
a  nuisance  which  should  be  abated. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  law  bearing  specifically 
on  this  matter.  On  the  contrary,  our  ordinances  in  a  meas- 
ure seem  to  permit  of  the  placing  of  rubbish  and  household 
waste  with  the  ashes  placed  in  receptacles  on  the  footways 
for  collection  and  it  would  seem  that  the  only  remedy  is  by 
enacting  legislation  prohibiting  the  placing  of  paper  and 
rags  in  the  ashes  put  out  for  collection. 

It  is  within  the  province  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  prevent  rag-pickers  from  turning  over  the  ashes 
and  spilling  them  on  the  streets,  at  the  same  time  scattering 
the  paper.  This  will  in  a  measure  help  to  abate  the  nuis- 
ance, but  only  in  a  small  degree. 

Householders  have  a  habit  of  lining  baskets  and  boxes 
with  cracks  or  holes  in  them  with  pieces  of  newspapers  and 
other  paper  so  as  to  prevent  the  ashes  from  falling  through 
and  may  not  place  any  other  pieces  of  paper  with  the  ashes. 
In  such  eases  the  papers  with  which  the  baskets  or  boxes  are 
lined  are  loosened  by  the  ash  gatherers  and  the  receptacles 
thrown  on  the  sidewalks,  resulting  in  the  paper  being  scat- 
tered about  the  streets  and  blown  over  the  sidewalks,  finally 
lodging  up  against  the  steps  and  in  the  gutters,  accumulat- 
ing filth  every  moment. 

In  addition  to  creating  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  public 
health,  these  papers  are  a  source  of  danger,  frightening 
horses,  causing  many  to  run  away,  and  many  seilous  acci- 
dents have  resulted  therefrom. 

While  it  may  be  true  that  some  householders  may  comply 
with  a  request  not  to  deposit  papers  and  rags  with  the 
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ashes,  if  made  by  tlie  City  authorities,  and  others  might 
make  a  spasmodic  attempt  to  comply,  the  fact  remains  that 
through  carelessness  or  perverseness  on  the  part  of  a  great 
many,  the  nuisance  will  continue,  though  perhaps  in  a 
slightly  lessened  degree. 

It  is  not  working  a  hardship  upon  any  one  to  require  that 
papers  and  rags  shall  not  be  mixed  with  ashes.  There  is 
no  greater  effort  expended  or  time  lost  in  placing  such 
waste  in  another  receptacle  instead  of  throwing  it  into  the 
ash  box.  In  ISIew  York  and  other  cities,  the  householder 
bundles  up  all  such  material  on  his  own  premises  and  it  is 
called  for  the  same  as  ashes  or  garbage  separately. 

The  question  resolves  itself  info  making  it  mandatory  on 
the  householder,  not  to  mix  up  such  waste  with  ashes  or 
garbage,  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  and 
we  call  attention  to  the  following : 

The  ordinance  of  March  7,  1882,  p.  64,  specifically  pro- 
hibits the  placing  of  any  paper  in  the  streets  or  on  the 
footways.  This  would  prohibit  the  placing  of  paper  even 
in  bundles  on  the  footway ;  in  enacting  new  legislation,  this 
must  be  repealed. 

Accompanying  is  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the 
mixing  of  any  paper  or  rags  with  ashes  or  garbage  placed 
out  for  collection ;  authorizing  the  placing  of  paper  securely 
tied  in  bundles  on  the  footways  alongside  ash  or  garbage 
receptacles ;  providing  a  penalty  for  violating ;  authorizing 
arrest  upon  view  of  breach  of  ordinance  and  repealing  all 
parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  therewith. 

Would  direct  attention  to  Act  of  April  4,  1866,  para- 
graph 1,  P.  L.  487,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"All  and  singular  the  powers  and  authorities  now 
conferred  by  law  on  the  Board  of  Health,  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  respect  to  the  removal  of  nuisances, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  all  property 
situate  on  any  public  highway  of  the  said  city,  and  all 
laAvs  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed :  Pro- 
vided, That  to  authorize  any  such  removal  the  alleged 
nuisance  shall  be  located  within  one  hundred  yards  of 
some  dwelling  house." 
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Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  take  up  with  the  Law  De- 
partment the  question  as  to  the  scope  of  the  Act  ?  Could 
it  not  be  construed  to  vest  the  Board  of  Health  with  any 
authority  to  abate  the  paper  nuisance,  if  it  was  declared 
by  said  Board  that  depositing  paper  and  rags  with  ashes  or 
garbage  put  out  for  collection  was  the  source  'of  such  a 
nuisance  as  would  be  considered  prejudicial  to  public 
health? 

If  the  Act  could  be  so  construed,  legislation  by  Councils 
could  be  enacted  under  authority  of  the  Act. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  notification  be  given  to  house- 
holders to  keep  waste  paper  in  separate  boxes  in  their  cel- 
lars and  that  the  City  contractor  would  call  each  week  and 
collect  same  from  the  cellars. 

To  this  there  would  be  great  objection  on  the  part  of 
householders,  as  the  greater  proportion  would  not  pennit 
strangers  to  enter  their  premises,  and  in  the  event  of  any- 
thing being  missed  or  mislaid,  suspicion  would  at  once  fall 
on  the  men,  although  they  might  be  entirely  innocent.  In 
any  event  the  majority  of  householders  would  not  permit 
the  waste  collectors  to  enter  their  premises  and  we  could  not 
compel  them  to  do  so. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  householders  be  furnished 
with  a  sign  which  they  would  hang  out  whenever  they  had 
any  waste  paper  or  rags  to  be  collected.  This  would  do 
and  is  to-day  operative  in  ITew  York,  but  the  conditions 
existing  in  I^ew  York  are  entirely  different  to  those  in 
Philadelphia.  There  the  great  majority  live  in  rooms  or 
flats;  they  have  no  cellars  or  storage  places;  they  are  by 
the  very  force  of  circumstances  compelled  to  get  rid  quick- 
ly of  all  waste. 

The  occupant  o:&-  the  first  floor  may  have  in  some  cases 
the  use  of  a  cellar,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  cellar 
or  basement  is  rented  out  also,  thus  leaving  all  the  occu- 
pants without  a  cellar  and  all  waste  is  kept  in  their  apart- 
ments until  called  for.  There  is  a  different  system  in  that 
and  other  cities  for  the  delivery  of  the  necessaries  of  life 
as  well  as  for  the  collection  of  waste,  necessitated  by  the 
method  of  habitation,  which  would  not  be  applicable  to  a 
City  like  Philadelphia,  which  is  a  city  of  homes.     Old 
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clothes,  shoes  and  other  articles  as  well  as  rags  and  waste 
paper  must  be  gotten  rid  of  for  want  of  room  and  a  con- 
tractor pays  the  City  of  IsTew  York  an  amount  of  money 
each  year  for  the  privilege  of  being  the  authorized  collector 
of  same  and  he  realizes  a  neat  profit  out  of  the  sale  of  the 
old  articles. 

He  has  wagons  continually  patrolling  each  district,  like 
an  express  wagon  in  our  business  districts,  looking  out  for 
the  signs,  as  it  means  money  out  of  his  pocket  to  neglect 
calling  and  making  collections. 

This  method  would  not  be  of  advantage  in  Philadelphia 
for  the  reason  given  above — the  householder  objects  to 
strange  men  entering  the  home  and  very  few  householders 
would  bother  with  hanging  out  a  sign  for  waste  paper.  If 
the  householders  in  Philadelphia  have  any  old  clothes  or 
other  old  articles  which  can  be  sold,  they  have  plenty  of 
space  in  which  to  store  them  imtil  they  find  a  suitable  pur- 
chaser, and  there  being  no  money  in  it  for  the  contractor  he 
would  not  keep  teams  continually  on  the  streets  as  in  'New 
York. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  householders  be  not  per- 
mitted to  place  receptacles  containing  ashes  out  on  the  side- 
walks until  notified  by  the  ash  collectors  to  do  so ;  that  the 
contractor  be  required  to  furnish  the  necessary  help  to  go  in 
advance  of  wagons  on  the  day  of  collection  and  notify 
householders  to  put  out  the  ashes  if  they  have  any  to  be  re- 
moved ;  that  the  wagons  follow  up  these  men  and  immedi- 
ately collect  the  ashes  and  that  the  contractor  employ  men 
to  follow  the  wagons  and  immediately  return  the  empty 
vessels  to  the  householder  and  clean  up  any  material  spilled 
on  street  or  sidewalk. 

This  latter  plan  is  feasible ;  it  may  take  a  month  or  so  be- 
fore householders  get  accustomed  to  it,  and  if  it  can  be  ar- 
ranged that  collections  will  be  made  at  very  nearly  the  same 
time  each  week  the  householder  could  be  in  readiness  to  put 
out  the  ashes  when  notified.  This,  however,  could  not  be 
operative  until  next  year,  and  would  have  to  be  provided  for 
in  the  specifications  and  an  ordinance  would  have  to  be 
passed  prohibiting  the  setting  out  of  ashes  until  notified  so 
to  do  by  the  contractor. 
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This  method,  in  conjunction  with  the  prohibiting  of 
mixing  with  ashes,  paper,  rags,  straw  or  other  waste  ma- 
terial having  a  tendency  to  be  blouTi  about  the  streets,  would 
come  very  close  to  solving  the  problem.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1909. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  aS' 
sessors  as  to  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1908  (ex- 
cept such  as  are  marked  agricultural  and  farm  land  and 
rural  and  suburban),  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty 
(50)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof. 

Sect.  2,  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1909,  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  thirty  (30) 
cents. 

Item  3,  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 
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Item  4.  For  the  pa;^Tiient  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  cents. 

Item  5,  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  T.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (1.5)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  Property, 
the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  9-.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (Y)  cents. 

Item  10    For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portiions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por- 
tions marked  "rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  eighteeenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  January,  February,  and  March,  a  discount  of  one  per 
cent,  shall  be  allowed ;  after  the  last  day  of  March  a  dis- 
count at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June,  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discount  shall  be 
allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.     If  paid  after 
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the  31st  day  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising 
added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to 
day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax 
Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  gross  funded  debt  on  January  1,  1908,  was  $71,- 
421,720.22.  This  was  further  increased  by  the  sale  of 
$4,875,000  of  the  $13,500,000  loan  of  February  9,  1907, 
and  $1,000,000  of  the  $4,000,000  loan  of  October  6,  1905. 
The  redemptions  since  January  1  were  $1,200  of  un- 
claimed matured  loans,  leaving  a  gross  funded  debt  on 
August  1st  of  $77,295,520.22.  The  par  value  of  the  City 
securities  in  the  Sinking  Fund  amount  to  $8,926,300, 
making  the  net  funded  debt  $68,369,220.22. 

The  Sinking  Fund's  holdings  on  January  1  last 
amounted  to  $8,077,800.  This  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  $848,500,  making  a  total  on  August  1st  of

I  have  to  report  that  all  amounts  due  from  the  State 
authorities  prior  to  1908,  aggregating  $164,546.84,  have 
been  adjusted  and  settled  in  full.  The  sums  still  outstand- 
ing for  this  year,  and  for  which  a  settlement  is  anticipated 
prior  to  December  31st  next,  are  the

By  the  failure  of  the  ]S"ational  Deposit  Bank  and  the 
Lincoln  Trust  &  Savings  Company  the  City  is  deprived 
of  the  use  of  the  balances  on  deposit  in  these  two  institu- 
tions at  the  time  of  their  closing,  that  of  the  former 
being  $40,000  and  the  latter  $19,000.  To  these  should  be 
added  the  balance  still  due  by  the  failure  of  the  City  Trust 
Company  of  $38,320.14,  or  a  total  of  $97,320.14. 

I  desire  to  invite  your  earnest  and  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  large  unexpected  demands  made  upon  the 
general  funds  in  the  Treasury  since  the  enactment  of  the 
ordinance  of  September  26,  1903,  establishing  the  tax 
rate  of  $1.50. 

First.  In  the  issue  of  permanent  loans  and  the  increased 
amount  required  by  said  issues  for  Sinking  Fund  and 
interest  charges,  the  latter  including  loans  in  the  control 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  as  well  as  those  classed  as  serial,  the 
interest  of  which  is  met  by  direct  appropriation,  the 
amount  required  for  1909  being  $5,098,285.72,  as  against 
$4,625,991.88,  an  increase  of  $469,293.84. 
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Of  the  $43,000,000  loans  authorized  and  issued  since 
1903  and  to  be  issued  during  1909,  less  redemptions  of 
$8,151,100,  there  is  required  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$2,617,093.27,  this  as  against  the  increase  in  current  taxes 
of  $2,842,859.39  for  the  same  period,  leaves  a  balance  of 
only  $225,765.82.  This  small  balance  from  increased 
annual  income  at  present  tax  rate  on  increased  assessed 
valuation  shows  conclusively  that  it  is  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  for  increased  appropriations  for  maintenance 
required  by  the  different  departments. 

Second.  The  passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
22,  1905,  providing  for  the  control,  administration  and 
support  of  common  schools  in  districts  of  the  first  class, 
which  Act  annually  appropriated  five  (5)  mills  on  each 
dollar  of  the  total  assessment  of  real  property,  or  more 
than  one-third  of  the  current  taxes  realized  from  real 
estate  taxation,  has  increased  the  said  appropriation  from 
$4,333,063  in  1904,  prior  to  the  Act,  to  an  amount  for 
1909  of  $6,576,348.28,  an  increase  of  $2,243,285.28. 
This  Act  which  so  largely- increases  the  appropriation  to 
schools  and  correspondingly  reduces  the  amount  for  gen- 
eral municipal  purposes,  was  not  in  contemplation  by  your 
honorable  bodies  when  the  ordinance  reducing  the  tax  rate 
to  $1.50  was  adopted. 

The  other  class  of  claims  paid  by  moneys  out  of  the 
general  fund  and  which  should  have  been  paid  for  out  of 
loans  are  as  follows : 

The  amount  paid  under  the  decision  rendered  by  the 
arbitrator  in  the  case  of  the  City  vs.  Durham,  MclSTichol 
et  al.,  for  work  done  upon  the  filtration  plant,  making  an 
award  of  $2,065,911.65,  and  for  which  a  writ  of  man- 
damus was  issued  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1, 
and  pai^-ment  made  July  22,  1907. 

I  would  add  that  the  balances  of  the  original  appropria- 
tion of  loan  moneys  for  filtration  pur[)oses  to  the  credit  of 
the  Mcl^ichol  and  Henderson  contracts  annulled  May  15, 
1906,  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  which  amounted  to  $1,931,615.26,  were,  by  a  decision 
of  the  City  Solicitor  on  same  date,  recredited  to  the  Bureau 
of  Filtration  for  expenditure  on  that  improvement,  and 
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since  that  date  have  been  variously  used  in  this  manner 
until  exhausted. 

Payments  by  mandamuses  for  land  taken  along  the  line 
of  the  Northeast  Boulevard,  amounting  to  $382,066.56 ; 
for  farms  purchased  for  the  Indigent  and  Insane  Hospital, 
Thirty-fifth  Ward,  $267,000;  for  land  taken  for  Penny- 
pack  and  Cobb's  Creek  parks,  $225,463.25  ;  for  land  pur- 
chased for  Fairmount  Park  (Livezey  and  Palleret  and 
other  tracts,  including  1902),  the  sum  of  $314,686. 
These  payments  by  mandamus,  including  the  above  sum  of 
^2,065,911.65  paid  Messrs.  Durham,  McNichol  &  Co., 
make  a  total  of  $3,255,127.46,  which  amount  should,  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  year,  be  restored  to  the  General  Fund 
by  the  passage  of  a  loan  bill  by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  un- 
der the  decision  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
of  Keller  vs.  Scranton,  Appellant,  202  Pa.,  St.  Rep.,  586, 
wherein  the  Court  decided  as  follows : 

"Where  the  debt  of  a  municipality  is  more  than  two 
per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  therein, 
and  it  appears  that  a  part  of  the  debt  had  been  duly  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  the  electors,  such  part  may  be  deducted 
from  the  gross  amount,  and  the  remainder,  if  under  two 
per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value,  may  be  increased  to  two 
per  cent,  without  special  authorization  by  the  electors." 
And  the  case  of  Alexander  vs.  Philadelphia  recently  de- 
cided in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  5,  sitting  in  banc 
held  likewise 

The  following  is  an  exhibit  of  the  amount  of  borrowing 
capacity  at  the  disposal  of  your  Honorable  Bodies  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  decision  above  quoted :

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The  present  borrowing  capacity  up  to  the  seven  per 
cent,  limit,  and  in  no  event  can  this  limitation  be  ex- 
ceeded, is  to  December  31,  1908,  $4,915,878.39;  after 
that  date,  by  the  increased  assessed  valuation  and  redemp- 
tions of  loans  the  amount  will  be  materially  increased. 

It  is  inevitable  therefore  that  the  demands  by  the  differ- 
ent departments  for  increased  appropriations  and  the  in- 
creased amounts  required  for  Sinking  Fund  and  interest 
charges  necessitate  upon  the  part  of  your  Honorable  Bodies 
one  of  three  methods — an  increase  in  the  tax  rate ;  a  vigor- 
ous reduction  of  salaries,  or  the  issue  of  a  loan  to  reim- 
burse the  General  Fund  for  the  large  unexpected  demands 
made,  as  noted  aboee,  principally  by  mandamuses  issued 
by  the  courts,  for  permanent  improvements,  condemnation 
and  purchase  of  land  for  boulevard,  park  and  other  pur- 
poses. The  said  loan  can  be  issued  as  authorized  by  the 
decisions  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  add  that  the  net  results  of 
the  year's  business  for  the  seven  months  to  August  1st 
exhibit  an  estimated  surplus  over  estimated  receipts  of 
$657,789.54,  and  that  the  usual  analysis  has  been  made 
of  the  estimated  receipts  of  the  various  departments  and 
when  they  have  appeared  excessive  have  been  reduced  to 
meet  the  average  for  five  years,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  governing  this  statement.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  since  its  organization  has  considered  many 
suggestions  and  tentative  plans  for  the  improvement  of 
of  river  front  and  Harbor  of  Philadelphia.  This  work 
has  involved  a  careful  study  of  conditions  here  and  else- 
where in  the  preparation  of  j)lans,  and  when  the  time 
arrived  for  the  action  of  Councils  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary appropriation,  it  was  conteiided  by  those  more  or 
less  familiar  with  the  matter,  that  Europeans  increasing 
the  length  and  draught  of  their  ocean  liners,  had  worked 
a  complete  reformation  in  their  wharves  and  terminal 
facilities,  including  new  forms  of  warehouses  with  elec- 
tric machinery  for  loading  and  discharging  cargoes  with 
the  greatest  possible  dispatch.  The  consideration  of  this 
aspect  of  the  matter  moved  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to 
suggest  that  I  proceed  to  Europe,  together  with  my  as- 
sistant, and  inspect  the  improvements  to  be  found  there 
that  did  not  obtain  here.  Exhaustive  and  comprehensive 
reports  of  the  investigation  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
City  Executive,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  the  efforts  of  this  Department  have  been  mainly 
confined  to  the  selection  of  and  negotiations  for  suitable 
sites,  the  object  being  to  utilize  certain  strips  of  ground 
now  owned  by  the  City,  the  surrounding  conditions  of 
which  render  almost  unavailable  for  other  purposes.  In 
these  negotiations  the  Mayor  has  almost  invariably  been 
present  and  a  party  thereto. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars 
was  made  for  the  improvement  of  the  Delaware  water 
front  and  dock  system,  contingent  on  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia appropriating  a  like  or  greater  sura.  By  ordi- 
nance now  in  efi^ect  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  authorized 
to  borrow  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000) 
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•dollars  for  the  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks  and 
the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  which  amount  can  now 
be  made  available.  This  sum,  together  with  that  ap- 
propriated bj  the  State  Legislature,  will  enable  this  De- 
partment to  speedily  start  the  work  so  much  needed. 

In  order  that  no  further  delay  may  take  place,  I  have 
prepared  two  ordinances  which  I  herewuth  enclose,  viz. : 

1.  '^An  Ordinauce  to  make  an  appropriation  of  one 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars  au- 
thorized to  be  borrowed  by  ordinance  approved  February 
9,  1907,  to  the  Departments  of  Wharx^es,  Docks  and  Fer- 
ries and  Public  Works,  for  acquiring  property  and  im- 
provement of  wharves  and  widening  Delaware  avenue, 
authorizing  contracts  for  said  work,  and  repealing  a  portion 
of  ordinance  approved  May  10,  1907." 

2.  '^\n  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
improving  the  channels  of  the  Delaware  and  Schulykill 
rivers,  and  pay  for  said  work  out  of  money  appropriated 
by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania." 

May  I  urge  upon  Councils  the  necessity  of  speedy  action 
•on  this  subject.

Deae  Sie: — Your  recent  oral  inquiry,  through  Mr. 
Crawford,  respecting  the  right  of  Councils  to  borrow 
money  without  a  popular  vote,  has  been  communicated 
to  me. 
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Two  of  the  seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessment  for  tax- 
ation to  which  the  City's  indebtedness  is  limited,  may  be 
incurred  by  virtue  of  ordinance  only,  without  the  neces- 
sity of  a  popular  vote.  On  the  Authority  of  Keller  vs. 
Scranton,  202  Penna.  Reports,  586,  I  advise  you  that  it 
is  not  necessary  that  this  should  be  composed  of  the  ear- 
liest indebtedness,  but  that  the  order  in  which  the  loans 
are  created  is  not  important.  The  fact  that  there  are 
outstanding  loans  authorized  by  the  people  does  not  affect 
the  right  of  Councils  to  borrow  without  that  authority, 
if  the  amount  so  borrowed  does  not  at  the  time  equal  the 
two  per  cent.  In  my  opinion,  this  principle  applies  when- 
ever the  outstanding  loans  issued  by  the  authority  of 
Council  alone  are  less  than  the  two  per  cent.,  whether  the 
deficiency  is  caused  by  the  failure  of  Councils  to  exercise 
their  rights  to  the  full  extent,  or  by  the  payment  or  some 
of  the  earlier  bonds,  or  by  the  increase  of  the  borrowing 
capacity  of  the  City. 

Of  course,  these  statements  are  limited  by  the  restric- 
tion of  the  aggregate  indebtedness,  which  may  not,  under 
any  circumstances,  exceed  seven  per  cent. 

These  view^s  are  supported  by  the  recent  decision  in 
Alexander  vs.  The  City. 

The  evidence  in  that  case  tended  to  show  that  if  all 
the  bonds  authorized  had  been  actually  issued,  the  City 
might  still  borrow  nearly  $5,000,000;  and  that,  upon  the 
principles  above  stated,  the  whole  of  this  might  be  bor- 
rowed by  authority  of  ordinance  only,  without  popular 
vote.  These  facts,  however,  should  come  from  the  Con- 
troller rather  than  me.
